6th.—That sewer pipe be put in front of the Home, and the front 
of the yard be graded down and terraced, and a graveled driveway 
be made in front of the Home and extend to the public highway. 


7th.—That the Master of the Home purchase and draw all the 
manure he can get and use it on the farm as a fertalizer, and plant 
at least one acre of strawberries and one acre of raspberries and 
blackberries and one acre of rhubarb and other garden vegetables. 


8th.—That in case a man and wife are sent as inmates to the 


‘Home that they shall be allowed to room together. 


- 9th.—That small tables be supplied for diningrooms, seating 
about eight persons. 


10th.—That a smoking room for smokers be provided, and a sit- 
ting and reading room for non-smokers. 


11th.—That all Inmates be graded in dining and sleeping rooms. 


12th.—That white stoneware or dishes be supplied for the In- 
mates, instead of tinware as at present used. 


13th.—We recommend that a Waterworks system be put in the 
Home; the water to be supplied to the tank by windmill power, 
that closets, and washrooms, with sinks, taps, etc., according to plan. 
Making a perfect Waterworks system, also a fire protection for the 
premises, with all sewer pipes, taps, cesspool, etc., as per plan. 

We met again on May 20th, at the Home, and made our calcu- 
lations and took measurement for the proposed changes and addi- 
tions, and engaged Mr. C. C. Fairchild, County Engineer, to pre- 
pare plans and give probable estimates of cost of the proposed im- 
provements. 


We feel that it is highly important and absolutely necessary that 
the proposed changes and additions as recommended by us should 
be made.
